Dickinson Tells of Jealous

Rival Who Had Threatened

Grace Taylor.

Woman Wanted Seen Here a

Month Ago and May

Be in Hiding.

Investigations made by detentivrs of
clues furnished by Charles M. Dickin-
son, the discharged auspect In the Tay-

lor bomb murder mystery, have started
a aearoh for a woman who Is said t.
have had a reason for desiring the
death of the Taylor woman. This wnm-n-

of the same social cast aa Grace
Taylor, had often, according to Dlkln
son. threatened her life.

Dickinson furnlsliod the Woman's
name, but said he had not seen her for
a long time. His Information had buan
that she had gone to Chicago. Grace
Taylor supposed her to be In I'hlcsgo.

The trouble between the Taylor wom-

an and the woman named by Dickinson
grew out of Jealousy over the attentions
of a man. The name of the man was

aiso rural an oa to me pence.
CHICAGO POLICE ASKED TO AID

IN SEARCH.
The detectives assigned to look up

the woman in the case naturally went
to addresses furnished by Dickinson.
They were told she had gone to Chlcsgo
and directions to look her up were
forwarded to that city. Then the local
detectives unexpeotely learned that the
womah they wees seeking was sesn
In New York within a month

an were complicated and she could not
be traced with any certainty. The very
secrecy of her actions strengthened the
suspicion that she might have bad s. .no
thing lo do with sending the infernal ma- -
